Decided in East Favorable 
to Coast Interests — 


Information to the effect that 
Judge Campbell, United States Dis- 
trict Court, sitting in Brooklyn, ren- 
dered a decision sustaining as valid 
the Claude Neon lighting patents cov- 
ering luminescent tubes and elec- 
trodes, was received in Los Angeles 
last night by Paul D. Howse, president 
of the Electrical Products Corpora- 
tion, Pacific Coast owner of the pat- 
ents in question. 

The patents in question were is- 
sued the United States Patent Of- 
fice in 1915 and have been the sub- 


ject of iderable litigation from 
Atlantic Pacific. Various suits for 
asserted infri nts now are pend- 


ing in California and Washington and 

Mr. Howse states that this will be 

vigorously prosecuted and possibly in- 
ions sought on the strength of 
e Campbell's decision. 

Mr. Howee further states that the 
battle has been waging in the Brook- 
lyn court for more than a year and 
the decision is held a complete vic- 
tory for the Claude patents.
